Mr. Sherman ot Ohio said: When Mr 

says the manufacturers are urging and pressing 
this bill he says what he must certainly know is 
not correct; he manufacturers have asked over 
and over again to be let alone.” Mr. Morrill 
himself has since said that the tariff of 1861 was 
not asked for and but 1 1 welcomed by manu- 
facturers. Senator R. M. F. Hunter of irginia, 
then Chairman of the Senate Finance committee, 
said: Have any of the manufacturers come here 
to complain or ask for new duties? Is it not 
notorious that if we were to leave it to the manu- 
facturers of New Eng! themselves, to the 
manufacturers of hardware, textile fabrics, etc., 
there would be a large majority against any 
change? Do we not know that the woolen manu- 
facture dates its revival from the tariff of 1857, 
which altered the duties on wool?’ 

The history of American. industry shows that 
faring no other period has there been a more 
healthy and rapid development of our manufact- 
uring industry than during the fifteen years of 
low tariff from 1846 to 1861, nor a more healthy 
aud harmonious growth of agriculture and al! 
the other great industries of the country. No 
chapter in our political experience earries with 
ita more salutary lesson than this, and none 
could appeal more strongly to lawmakers to es- 
tablish a just and rational system of public rev- 
enues, neither exhausti agriculture by con- 
stant blood-letting, nor keeping manufactures 
aiternating between chills and fevers by artifi- 
cial 7 In this direction alone lies sta- 
bility, concord of sections, and of great indus- 
tries. We have already said that public discus- 
sion may disclose errors of minor detail in the 
schedules of our bill. To escape such 
errors - would require so thorongh and 
minute a knowledge of all the divisions, subdi- 
visions, complex and manifold mazes and invo- 
lutions of our chemical, textiles, metal, and other 
industries, that no committee of Congress, no 
matter how extended the range of their personal 
knowledge, or how laborious and painstaking 
their efforts, eould ever hope to possess. Wo 
have not forgotten that we represent the people, 
who are the many, as well as the protected inter- 
ests, who are the few, and, while we have deait 
with the latter in no spirit of unfriendliness, we 
have felt that it was our duty and not their priv- 
lege to make the tariff schedules. Those who 
concede the right of beneficiaries to fix their own 
bounties must necessarily commit to them the 
fram and wording of the laws by which 
those bounties are secured to them. A commit- 
tee of Congress thus becomes merely the aman- 
uensis of the protected interests. 


Dictation by Protected Industries, 


It has been shown so clearly and so often in the 
debates of this House that nearly every import- 
ant schedule of the existing law was made in its 
very words und Agu res by representatives of the 
interests it was framed to protect that it is un- 
necessary in our report to present the record 
procs of this fact, but it may not be amiss to cite 

urther evidence to show that this is not only the 
necessary rule, but the open and avowed method 
of framing protective tariffs. When the Senate 
substitutes for the, bill passed by this House in 
the Fiftieth Congress—which substitute is the 
real basis of the 9 law—was being pre- 
pares Senator Hoar of Massachusetts appeared 
fore the Senate subcommittee and used this 
language: Instead of coming before your sub- 
committee fora formal hearing on our Massa- 
chusetts industries I thought the best way was 
earefully to prepare a table ofall the various 
industries, perhaps some sixty or seventy in all, 
and ask Brother Aldrich to go over them 
with me and ascertain whatthe people want in 
each case, and if theré were any cases where the 
committee had not already done exactly what 
the petitioners desired or had not inflexibly 
assed upon the question, I could have a hearing 
fore you, but I find in every instance the ac- 
tion of the committee, as Mr. Aldrich thinks it 
likely to be, as entirely satisfactory to the inter- 
ests J represent, with the exception of one or two. 
and the papers in regard to those cases I have 
handed to Mr. Aldrich.“ Nostronger indictment 
of the whole protective system could be made 
than that which is unconsciously carried in these 
words of a United States Senator that laws which 
impose taxes on the great masses of the people 
must be written in language so technical that the 
most intelligent citizen cannot fully understand 
them, and that the rates of taxation should be 
dictated by the selfishness and greed of those 
who are to receive the taxes. 

We have believed that the first step toward a 
reform of the tariff should be a release of taxes 
on the materials of industry. There can be no 
substantial and beneficial reduction upon the 
necessary clothing and other comforts of the 
American people, nor any substantial and bene- 
ficial enlargement of the field of American labor 
as long as we tax materials and processes of pro- 
duction. Every tax upon the producer falls with 
increased foree on the consumer. Every tax on 
the producer in this country is a protection to 
his competitors in all other countries and so 
narrows his market as to limit the number and 
lessen the wages of those to whom he can give 
employment. Every cheapeming in the cost er 
enlargement of the supply of his raw materials, 
while primarily inuring to the benefit of the 
manufacturer himself, passes under free competi- 
tion immediately, and passes entirely to the con- 
sumer, who very soon gets even more benefit out 
of it than such reductions seem to carry, because 
with the rapid widening of his market the manu- 
facturer is able to sell at a smaller protit. It is 
therefore a very narrow and short-sighted view 
which supposes that we release the duties on iron 
ore and coal and wool and other like articles for 
the benefit of those who manufacture our iron, 
steel, woolen, and other fabrics. We are legis- 
lating for the great millions of consumers be- 
yond them and the scores of thousands of labor- 
ers to whom they may thus give steady and well- 
paid employment. 


Alleged Enlargement of Markets. 


/ Itisnoless a narrow and shortsighted view 
that supposes that a removal of the tariff duties 
on such necessaries of industry will inflict any 
realioss upon those who produce them in our 
own country. The enlargement of markets for 
our products in other countries, the increase in 
the internal commerce and in the carrying trade 
of our own country will insure a growing home 
market for all these things that wiil quickly out- 
strip anything they couid have under the pro- 
tective system. Iron and coal are the bases of 
modern industry. The abundance and cheapness 
of their supply offers us in many lines of produc- 
tions the manufacturing supreimacy ot the world. 
While the mines of: other countries are becoming 
exbausted and the cost of mining in consequence 
is increasing, we are constantly discovering and 
developing n@w sources of supply. The discov- 
ery of the immense beds of bessemer ores in the 
84 region and of foundry ores in several of the 
Southern States, their convenience for transpor- 
tation and for the assembiage of materials, the 
use of the steam shovel in mining—all these have 
so cheapened the cost of production of pig iron 
and steel as to take away all possibility and dau- 
ger of foreign competition in almost every 
art of the country. Not less rapid has 
n the growth of our coal production. 
The coal area of the United States, as stated by 
Mr. Saward in the Coal Trade for 1893, it esti- 
mated at 192,000 square miles, of which 120,000 
can be comfortably worked at present. This 
coal area is over three times larger than that of 
the rest of the world combined, The existing 
duty of 75 cents a ton on iron ore and on bitumi- 
nous coal cannot be justified either as a protect- 
ive or a revenue duty. The importations into 
this country are too small to add materially to 
our revenue, while no one contends that the cost 
of mining is higher in the United States than in 
the countries that might seek our market. It 
could never have beer intended that a Constitu- 
tion which establishes perfect freedom of inter- 
nal trade among the States should countenance 
laws that hold one section of the Union, how- 
ever remote, tributary to other sections for the 
supplies of those necessary materials whose lo- 
cation is o.dained by natural law and not by hu- 
man choice. 

This House in two Congresses in recent years 
having, after full debate, passed laws putting 
wool upon the free list, itis not deemed neces- 
sary in this report to attempt a restatement of 
the reasons for doing so. It is enough to say that 
the tariff upon wool, while bringing no real bene- 
fit to the wool-grower, least of all to the Ameri- 
can farmer who, in any balancing of accounts, 
—— see that he yearly pays out a good dollar 
for every doubtful dime he may receive under its 
operation, has disastrously hampered our manu- 
facturing 4 and made cruel and relentless 
war upon the health, the comfort, and the pro- 
ductive energy of the American people. 

Logs are already on the free list. We have 
gone a step farther and put undressed lumber 
generally on that list. This may serve to cheapen 
and improve the dwelling-houses of some of our 
people, but it is justified if it shall accomplish 
nothing more than to delay the rapid destruction 
of American forests. We have also placed hemp 
and flax unhackled on the free list for the rea- 
sons stated above, that we may give to the Amer- 
ican workingman ¥otaxed material to work with 
and that we may give the unfinished product, as 
far as possible, to the consumer with but a single 
tax and that u moderate one instead of a mediey 
and cumulation of taxes gathered during the 
process of production. In addition to these so- 
called raw materials we have released from tariff 
duties certain important articles and manufact- 
ures which we bave shown our capacity to pro- 
duce cheaper than any other country, such as 

ig copper and the more important agricultural 
mplements. Any article of manufacture which 
can sustain the competition of like foreign ar- 
ticles in other markets can defy such competi- 
tion in the home market and is not protected by 
the duty but by its own intrinsic superior cheap- 


ness and quality. 
Free Trade Argument. 
The only effect of a duty on such articles is to 


enable those who make them to charge higher 
prices to the citizens of their own country than 
they charge to foreigners, and this has been no- 
toriously the case with both copper and many 
agricultural implements. In adjusting duties 
upon what may be called the finished products 
we have tried to impose such rates as will not 
destroy or distress ＋ Sag our home industries on 
the one hand nor on other secure to them an 
oppressive monopoly home market. For 
this rule we have the recognized authority both 
of well-known and leading tariff reformers and 
of those who in days past were conside mod- 
erate protectionists. ; : 
It is neither necessary nor practicable in this

the prices to consumers under a scale of 
duties averaging more than 400 per 28 we 
have made a reduction of about one-half. Upon 
the largor sizes of piate-glass, whore the duties 
were even higher, we have made a reduction of 
about one-third. Inthe iron and steel schedule, 
beginning with free ore and per 
cent on pig iron, we have repo of du- 
tics considerably below those of the existing law, 
gradua according to the degree of manufact- 
ure, which should b benefit to the consumer 
without calling for any halt in tne imperial prog- 
ress of that great industry in our country. 0 
dutyupon steel rails has u put at 25 per cent, 
which, according to the reports of our Depart- 
ment of Labor, quite 2 kor 
all difference in the cost of prod 

in this country and abroad. There seems to 
be an authentic report that the pool of American 
railmakers, which under the shelter of the pres- 
ent duty of $13.44 per ton has kept up prices to 
the American consumer far beyond the cost of 
production and legitimate profits. has been reér- 
ganized to continue the regulation of the prices 
above the proper market rates. As all 4 
and especially American farmers, are vitally in- 
terested in cheapening the cost of transporta- 
tion, rates of duty upon steel rails should be ad- 
justed so as to protect them from monopoly 
prices and monopoly combinations. Upon tin- 
plate the duty has been gauged with reference 
to the revenue it will bring into the Treasury, 
and the difference between this duty and that 
upon the biack plate has been lessened with a 
view to discouraging what may not unjustly be 
calledthe bogus industry of making American 
tinplate by the mere dipping in this country of 
the imported black plate. 

Sugar Bounty System. 


In the sugar schedule we should have preferred 
to wipe out ata single executive stroke the exist- 
ing Bounty system. We believe it to be contrary 
to the spirit of our institutions and can conceive 
of no circumstances under which we should have 
advocated or approved its introduction into our 
laws. We have found it existing there as we find 
it virtually existing in every other schedule of 
the tariff, and dealing with it in the more open 
and offensive forms, as we have dealt with other 
schedules where large property interests are at 
stake, we have reported a provision for its repeal 
by such stages as shall gradually obliterate it 
from our laws, while permitting those who have 
invested large means under the expectation of its 
continuance reasonable time in which they may 
prepare to take their stand with che other in- 
dustries of the country. , 

Duties upon imported tobacco leaf, suitable 
for cigar wrappers, which were so enormously 
advocated by the act of 1890, have been placed 
at such figures as, after careful investigation, 
were deemed likely to produce most revenue to 
the Treasury, but this object has alone decided 
the rates. heir amount is so high that no do- 
mestic producer need claim that there is not 
abundant protection and to spare for his product 
in them. 

Of the staple agricultural products, including 
meats and provisions, we are such large export- 
ers and must continue to be such large export- 
ers that any duties upon them are useless for 
protection and fruitless for revenue, and gener- 
ally can only be imposed for the purpose of de- 
luding the farmers into the belief that they are 
receiving some consideration ‘and benefit under 
the tariff, although the 22 of their products 


are fixed in the world’s market in competi- 
tion with like products produced by 
the cheapest labor of the world. 


For the producers of our great export staples, 
which have fally supplied the home market, 
must overflow and seek large purchases else- 
where, the only effect of a protective tariff is to 
take away from them one-fourth to one-half of 
the products for which they eould exchange their 
surplus in the open market, should they ventare 
to buy in the market where they are obli to 
sell, or to compel them to give a like portion of 
the fruits of their labor when turned into money 
by increasing the cost of whatthey buy in the 


home market. 


Taffy for the Farmers. 


— — that the American farmer has been 
through many years the patient victim of the 
protective system, that he has been induced to 
support it under the delusive promise that by im- 
mense present sacrifices he was buying for him- 
self a home market, and that this promised home 
market is further from him today than ever be- 
fore, we have aimed to secure for him such relax- 
ation of burdens as will permit him to enjoy 
more of the fruits of his own hard and faithful 
labor. To the farmers of the country we have 

iven untaxed agricultural implements and 
xinding-t wine and untaxed cotton ties, for the ad- 
ditional reason in the latter case that cotton isthe 
largest export crop of the country, sold abroad 
in competition with the cheap labor of India and 
of Egypt, believing t it was sufficient for the 
private taxgatherer to follow the farmer in the 
markets of his own country and not to pursue 
him into all the markets of the worid. As cotton 
bagging can be used but once, we have thought 
it but just to extend the drawback system tosuch 
bagging made of jute, but this when used upon 
our exported cotton,a privilege which the ex- 
porter of wheat can already enjoy, coupled with 
the further advantage that the same bags may be 
used for successive exportation of grain. 

In the schedule of spirits, wine,.and other bev- 
erages the changes made are slight and with the 
view to production of increase of revenue from 
these very proper sources of revenue taxation. 
The duty upon spirituous liquors is put at double 
the internal revenue tax upon the same, while 
the duty of 50 cents a gallon on still wines import- 
ed in casks is retained with a proviso: limiting 
the highest duties on such wines to 100 percent. 
In the cotton, flax, hemp, and jute schedules re- 
ductions have been made in accordance with the 
general scheme of the bill as heretofore ex- 
plained, but they are not believed to be of such 
a marked character as to call for any special 
explanation, The placing of wool upon the free 
list has justified a very substantial reduction of 
the duties on woolen goods. Of the wvolen tariff 
it may be said, as was truly said of the woolen 
tariff of 1828: That it is the masterpiece of 
the ultra restrictionists and exhibits all the worst 
features of the system.’ 

Woolen Manufacture Not Flourishing. 


Aithough the imports of 1892 show an average 
duty of ¥5.82 per centin the woolen schedule it 
cannot be said that woolen manufacture has been 
a flourishing industry in this country, or that the 
American wool-grower has secured a remunera- 
tive price for his wool. With free wool we antic- 
ipate great benefits tothe consumer of woolen 
goods, a revival of the woolen industry, such as 
that which followed the tariff of 1857, and a 
steadier and better market for the American 
wool-grower. The present tariff is not only 
crueliy exorbitant, but is so adjusted as to bear 
most heavily upon the poorer people. The long 
exclusion of our woolen manufacture from two- 
thirds of the wool of the world has prevented 
this great industry from attaining that vigorous 
life and independence it might otherwise have 
reached, and recognizing the duties which we 
would place at present upon competing foreign 
fabrics must be somewhat higher than a rma- 
net schedule ought to be, we have provided for 
this gradual decrease, believing that in a few 
years our manufacturers will assert their skill 
— ability to manufacture from the world's 
Wool. 

In the carpet schedule we have not felt it neces- 
sary to adopt this sliding scale ause that 
branch of our textile industry has long been one 
of the most flourishing of all our manufactures, 
has asserted its full control of the home market, 
and recently has been threatening to invade with 
American products the markets of other coun- 
tries. With free carpet wool we have believed 
that this industry might well stand the reduc- 
tions reported in the bill without imperiling its 
vigorous growth and prosperous existence. We 
are said to consume nearly two-thirds of all the 
carpets manufactured in the world. With the 
cheapened production due to the removal of the 
duty on carpet wools, of which we are not our- 
selves producers, there will naturally be a 
greatly increased consumption of all kinds 
of carpet in our own country, the largest 
part of which must inevitably fall to our own 
manufacturers to 1 age The average rate of 
duties levied underthe existing law upon the 
dutiable goods imported in 1892 was 48.71 per 
cent. Had the duties proposed in the present 
bill been levied upon that year’s importation of 
dutiable goods, the average rate, including those 
we have transferred to the free list, would have 
been 30.31 per cent. But so many of the rates of 
the present law are really prohibitory, it is im- 
possible to say what its real rate of taxation is, 
yet it is safe to affirm that it is much higher than 
any import tables will disclose, 


Rates Not Accurate. 


It must be understood, however, that the rates 
above mentioned can only be called closely ap- 
proximate and not mathematically accurate, but 
they illustrate the extent of the reductions pro- 
posed by the present bili and the relief which it 
will give to the taxpayer and especially to the 
laborers of this country. aking’ the im- 
portations of 1892, the latest which were 
accessible to the committee when its tables were 
prepared, the new rates would operate a reduc- 
tion of nearly one-third of the duties collected 
under the tariff, but this great reduction in taxes 
actually paid to the government is no measure 
of the lightening of burden to the taxpayers of 
the country. That reduction may be estimated 
at several times more than the reduction of taxes. 
Such a reform of tariff must quicken every in- 
dustry. must open a larger field for the employ- 
ment of labor, must secure to it more working 
days at steadier wages, a larger return in the 
comforts and goods of life for its labor, while 
that great body of our people, much larger, as 
Mr. ward Atkinson has clearly proved, than 
all engaged in industries liable to foreign com- 
petition, who produce our great surplus crops 
and products, agriculturai and mechanical, 


for foreign markets, will derive two- 
fold benefit; first, in increasing the num- 
ber articles for which they may 


0 

profitably exchange their product, and, secondly, 
in diminishing the government fine imposed upon 
them when they return with those products to 
their own country. It may be said we are 
not justified in making such a large reduction in 
revenué at a time when government receipts and 
expenditures can no longer be balanced and when 
some new sources of temporary revenue must be 
sought for. We have been compelled to retain 
some articles upon the dutiable list and to leave 
some duties higher than we desired because -of 
the present necessities of the Treasury, but we 
have not felt that any temporary shrinkage of 
revenue should deter us from carryi out as 
faithfully and as effectually as we couid the in- 
structions given by the American people when 
this Congress was put into power. Our own ex- 
perience and that of other countries has shown 
that a decrease of tariff duties immediately oper- 
ates such an enlargement of commerce, of pro- 
duction, and of consumption as rapidly to make 
up any apparent loss of revenue threatened by 
those uc 


Ad Valorem Duties Extolled. 
A most important change in the bill proposed

Such uali- 
es as we have mentioned in the woolen sched- 
ale, and many still grosser ones that might easily 
be cited, could only i in 8 fic 
duties and ld never appear in a tariff as- 
sessed its exactions 1 to the real value ot 
the articles taxed. The justice of the ad valorem 
system is often admitted by those who still con- 
tend that it has such inherent difficulties of ad- 
ministration and so easily londs itself to fraud 
and undervaluation as to be unjust to the govern- 
ment, the honest importer, and the home pro- 
ducer. A ready and sufficient answer to this may 
be found in the fact that in no tariff ever adopted 
in this country has there not been a large intro- 
duction of ad valorem duties, and that especially 
as to goods whose value was most difficult of as- 
cortaining. With the improved administration 
of our customs under the laws 2 1 
and to be made more perfect by this bill there 
need be ne fear that the extension of this just 
and open system will lead to any of the wrongs 
and abuses anticipated. 

It is the purpose of the present bill to repeal in 
toto Soc. 3 of the tariff act of Oct. 1, 1890, com- 
monly but most erroncously called its reciproc- 
ity provision, That act placed sugar, molasses, 
coffee, tea, and hides on the free list, but author. 
ized the President, should he be satisfied that the 
government of any other country producing such 
articles imposed duties upon the agricultural or 
other products of the United States which he 
might deem reciprocally unequal and unreasona- 
ble, to suspend the provision under which these 
articles were admitted into this country free. 
This section has brought no appreciable 
adgantage to American exporters; is 
not in intention or effect a_ provision 
for reciprocity, but for retaliation. It 
inflicts penalties upon the American people by 
making them pay higher prices for these articles, 
if the fiscal necessities of other nations compel 
them to levy duties upon the products of the 
United States, which, in the opinion of the Pres- 
ident, are reciprocally bem me and unreason- 
able. Under the provision of this section Presi- 
dential proclamations have been issued imposi 
retaliatory duties upon the five above-mentionec 
articles when coming from certain countries. 
These proclamations have nearly led to ill-feel- 
ing in the countries thus discriminated against, 
and in the case of several of them have led to 
diplomatic correspondence in which they have 
claimed with apparent justice that such dis- 
criminations against em were violations 
of our solemn treaty obligations. Since 1846 we 
have had a treaty with the Republic of New 
Granada, now Colombia, in which each country 
mutually pledges itself not to grant any particu- 
lar favor to other nations in respect to commerce 
and navigation which shall not immediately 
come common to the other party, who shall enjoy 
the sarhe freely if the concession was freely 
made, or on allowing the same compensation if 
the concession was conditional. Under the Presi- 
dent's proclamation we have been imposing 
duties on hides and coffee, the products of Colom- 
bia, introduced into this country,while like prod- 
ucts of other countries have been admitted free. 
No concession of any kind has been made to the 
United States as a consideration for this privi- 
lege, and it would seem impossible for the gov- 
ernment, under any fair construction of its treaty, 
to deny to Colombia the favors freely accorded 
to other nations.

BIG CUT IN WORLD’S FAIR SALARIES, 


Executive Committee of National Commis- 
sion Orders a 25 Per Cent Reduction. 
The wholesale cut in salaries was made 

yesterday by the Executive committee of the 
National Commission. It wrangled for sev- 
eral hours over the question and then made a 
horizontal reduction of 25 per cent on the 
salaries of employés. Offizials were not inter- 
fered with, except that the Auditing commit- 
tee, consisting of two members, was knocked 
out. John Boyd Thacher’s Bureau of 
Awards will suffer the most, inasmuch as he 
now has the highest price clerks and superin- 
tendents. When Mr. Thacher left Chicago 
for Washington he took with him about 
thirty-two clerks, after dismissing 100 ste- 
nographers and copyists. The most of those 
who followed him received from $100 to 
$200 a month; all of these will have 25 per 
cent knocked off after Jan. 1. is Gentile 
pay-roil amounts now to $3,000. The clerks 
in the office under Director-General Davis 
and also Secretary Dickinson all 
suffer, from the office boy up. The rule 
was made to apply to every one of them, 
whereas only the $100-a-month people in Mr. 
Thacher’s office will be cut down. The pay- 
roll of the commission in Chicago amounts 40 
$500 a month. So that altogethera saving 
of $800 a month will be effected. Commis- 
sioners James B. Butt of West Vi-ginia and 
C. K. Holliday of Kansas, who have been act- 
ing as auditors, receiving $12 a day for their 
services, were recommended by the commit- 
tee to have their office abolished. The resolu- 
tion to this effect was prepared and sent to 
Secretary Carlisle with the request that vouch- 
ers for further expenditures be accepted with 
the attest only of of Secretary Dickinson for 
the commission and John Boyd Thacher for 
the Bureau of Awards. W. P. Seal and J. A. 
Henshall, who were employed in the Fish- 
eries Building and also acted as judges, were 
ordered paid for their services as judges at 
the rate of $6 per day. Mr. Thacher had 
withheld an amount equivalent to that pay- 
ment by the Exposition company.

IN RE 


Dr. Richard Dewey, Formerly Su perin- 
tendent of the Kankakee Asylum, Gives 
Apparently Contradictory Opinions on 
the Question of the Prisoner's Sanity= 
Other Medical Testimony—The State In- 
troduces Newspaper Witnesses Who 
Believe That Prendergast Is Sane. . 

Soon after noon yesterday the defense con- 
cluded its introductional testimony, and 
rested its case somewhat reluctantly owing to 

a failure on its part to secure the attend- 

ance of Dr. Moyer. The State at once began 

the introduction of testimony in rebuttal, and 
rapidly examined a dozen witnesses who gave 
unimportant evidence, 

The first witness called in the mornmg was 
Dr. Richard Dewey, formerly Superintendent 
of the Kankakee Hospital for the Insane. His 
appearance on the stand was awaited with 
considerable interest, for it was considered to 
be a matter of doubt as to whether his evi- 
dence would be for or against the side by 
whom he was subpcenaed. When he left the 
stand the question was still iu doubt. He 
said, in answer to the long hypothetical ques- 
tion which had been propounded to previous 
witnesses, that upon the assumed statement 
of facts he would consider the defendant to 
be mentally unsound. Durmg the examina- 
tion of Dr. Dewey Prendergast interposed an 
objection, the first for several days. Pointing 
his finger at Mr. Trude, his face flushing with 
anger, he said: 

Tour Honor, he is asking the doctor these 
questions to prejudice the witness against the 
defendant and I make an objection.“ 

This interruption was cleverly tu to 
account by Mr. Trude, who instantly n 
to ask of Dr. Dewey what his opinion was of 
the defendant’s mental condition judging 
from the interruption. Again Prendergast 
interposed an objection and was admonished 
by the court tosit down, The bailiff took 
him by the arm and induced him to resume 
his seat. Prendergast exclaimed to the court 
officer: **Let me alone. My life is at stake 
here and I know what I am taking about.“ 

Upen recross-examination Mr, Trude asked 
the witness: ‘* You still think that at the time 
he shotthe Mayor he could distinguished 
* from wrong?” 

r. Dewey’s reply was: “I think that he 
was fully conscious of the act that he was per- 
forming.“ thus leaving the question of right 
and wrong unanswered. 

Other Medical Testimony, 5 

Dr. W. L. Bain was the next witness for the 
defense. He had examined Prendergast in 
the jail and was sure that ne was insane. 

r. F. H. Wall, Assistant County Physician, 
had a lively time of it with Mr. Trude during 
the cross-examination on his testimony. He 
testified that he had seen Prendergast almost 
daily since his incarceration in the jail, many 
of his observations being taken without the 
knowledge of Prendergast, and that he con- 
sidered him insane, 

Dr. Church was recalled for the defense for 
tne purpose of making another effort to get 
before the jury te3timony as to circum- 
stances under which he became connected 
with the case. 

Dr. Brower again took the stand and at- 
tempted to answer a question calculated to 
show that he had first been employed by the 
State. Once more the court held that such 
questioning was improper and then Mr. Trude 
proceeded to have another lively session with 
the doctor, in which their mutual connection 
with the Billinger case was the topic of dis- 
cussion. 

William Henry Pearson Weston, cashier of 
the Unity Building, testified that the day of 
the homicide at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
Prendergast called to see ‘Gov. Altgeld. Mr. 
Weston refused to allow the prisoner to enter 
the Governor’s room because he was pale and 
excited. His lips were quivering and his 
whole appearance indicated that he was 
very much perturbed. This ended the testi- 
mony introduced by the defense. 


The State in Rebuttal. 


For the State John Johnson, city clerk of a 
morning paper, testified as to what he ob- 
served of Prendergast during an acquaintance 
covering twelve years. Mr. Johnson saw the 
defendant at 3 o’clock the afternoon of the 
homicide, and stated that he thought the 
prisoner was sane at that time, although very 
much e&cited and apparently nervous. Sev- 
eral employés in Mr. Johnson's office testified 
that they had known Prendergast invidentally 
for several years and thought him sane. These 
were E. B. Gains. Ed J. Day, John Ballin- 
forst, and Brooks Evans. 

Frank Smith, paper cutter, No, 268 Madi- 
son street, had business with Prendergast, 
who delivered his paper to him in the morn- 
ing, and thought he was an awful smart 
man for the business he was in.“ James 
Markham, an old schoolmate, regarded him 
as sane, but, upon cross-examination, admit- 
ted that he had not seen him forten years. 
John J. Duty considered him sane, as did also 
Henry Osterman. 

Neither of these gentlemen had ever talked 
to him. Their acquaintance had been con- 
fined to selling him papers. Patrick Kenny 
thought the prisoner was pretty smart be- 
cause he had once tried to pass a three cent 

iece on him for a dime, but also thought that 
he was a crank, for he would be all right 
one day but not the next. 
Officer Doherty Testifies. 


Henry Doherty, speciai police officer sta- 
tioned in the alley in the rear of a newspaper 
office, said he had seen the prisoner assault a 
small boy. | 

Prendergast shouted: * That's a lie; you 
never saw me do that; you’re committing 
perjury how.”’ 

The witness repeated the statement and 
Prendergast asked: Can you find the

* Yes, sir,“ replied the officer. 

„J wish you would.“ 

Officer Doherty, in conclusion, said that he 
thought the prisoner was sane, that he 
had never seen him do anything wrong except 
the one time mentioned. 

Special Officer Dewey confirmed the story 
told by Officer Doherty in regard to the as- 
sault on the small boy, and said that he 
thought the prisoner was sane, but had never 
heid a conversation with him. The last of 
the witnesses for the State yesterday was 
Anton F. Horn, an elderly German. His tes- 
timony was in regard to the acquaintance 
with the prisoner when he was a bog from 7 
to 10 years old, at which time 3 
family lived in a house belonging to Horn. 
The trials of the German landicrd with the 
small boy were told at length, and, from the 
prisoner’s disposition to smash things around 
the house, the landlord thought he was sane, 
and also that he was a very bad boy. a 

Seven members of the Prendergast jury 
arose yesterday morning at 5:80 in order to 
avail themselves of the privilege of voting. 
The other five men on the jury were also 
called at this hour. Bailiff Fred Buffe es- 
corted Mr. Sutter to the vicihity of his home, 
Thirty-sixth and Lake avenue, by way of the 
Illinois Central suburban train, With him 
were Jurors Bastine and Blanchard, who are 
non-voters in the city election on account of 
living in Austin; Mr. Altfleisch, who could 
hot vote because he had moved from his pre- 
einet since registration, and Mr. Allen, who 
lives in Lawndale, too far for him to go 
home and vote. The West Side party was 
under the charge of Bailiff Staley, and was 
composed of Jurors Reed, Hamilton, and 
Murray, the latter not being a voter on ac- 
count of living in La Grange. The North 
Side detachment consisted of Jurors Gross, 
Wander, Van Inwagen, and White. They all 
voted, and were escorted by Bailiff Becker.

CODIFYING COMMISSION IN SESSION.

Peculiar Electricai Fire. 

A story comes from Norwalk. Conn., which illus- 
trates one phase of the fire hazard from electrical 
causes, and may furnish a key to many of what 
are termed mysterious fires. The home of James 
Sutherland narrowly escaped destruction from a 
fire directly traceable to electric causes. An 
electric road passes the premises. and it appears 
that the return current, some of which escapes 
from the rails into the ground, followed an iron 
water pipe into Mr. Sutherland's cellar, switched 
off onto a gas pipe ata int where the two were 
in contact, and follow the latter to the meter, 
where it melted the lead connection and ignited 
the gas. The flames had communicated to the 
floor timbers when they were discovered, but a 
neighbor turned off the gas and the fire was ex- 
tinguished without the aidof the firemen who 
responded toan alarm. The Ot thet the fire was 
discovered by accident. One of e firemen hap- 
pened t> touch the water pipe with a piece of 
metal, whespapoe there was an electrical display 
that startled the entire party and revealed the 
cause of what would otherwise have been a mys- 
terious fire. °

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BIG DEAL IN RAILS. 
HUNTINGTON SELLS THE LAST OF 
HIS EASTERN HOLDINGS. 


Control of the Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwestern Goes to the Illinois Cent- 
ral for $5,000,000—Austin Corbin Wants 
to Employ Convict Labor on Arkansas 
PlantationseJuror Law Still Insane 
Fred May Fined—Swindler Springs Ar- 
rested- Manager for Assurance Lloyds. 


Nuw York, Dec. 19.— [Special.] — The sale 
of the Chesapeake, Ohio and South western 
railroad to the Illinois Central was concluded 
last Saturday: Collis P. Huntington turned 
over to the purchasing company something 
over three-fourths of the stock and a majority 
of the junior bonds of the pufchased road. 
Although the name of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad does not appear in the contract, 
it ig understood that that road will share with 
the Illinois Central obligations and advantages 
of the deal. 

Mr. Huntington spoke of the transaction 
yesterday as follows: I have sold my hold- 
ings in the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwest- 
ern railroad company to the Illinois railroad 
for about $5,000,000. This gives the pur- 
chasers the control of the property. When I 
first began building the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad and acquiring the roads west of that 
I expected to ultimately get control of the At- 
lantic and Pacific, making a direct line from 
Newport News to San “Francisco via 
the Canadian Forks River Valley and 
Albuquerque, along the line on which the 
last named road was actually built to Mohave, 
where it connects with the Southern Pacific. 
Some of my associates, however, did not 
think well of it,and my line was afterward 
diverted Rp New Orleans. As this did not 
make best line across the country, I 
— it advisable to dispose of all my in- 
terests this side of the Mississippi, which I 
have been doing. The Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southwestern was the last line left east of the 
Mississippi. 

I was disposed to sell this road at the low 
price paid for it, as the time had passed when 
anything could be made out of it as an inde- 
pendent property. Nothing less than long 
and large systems can live at the present rates 
to which fares and freights have been re- 
duced.“ 


Austin Corbin to Use Convict Labor. 

Austin Corbin & Co., within a few days, ex- 
pect to hear from the State Penitentiary Com- 
mission of Arkansas in regard to a propusi- 
tion they have submitted to that body con- 
cerning the employment af the convict labor 
of that State. Through Count Roffignac and 
Col. T. J. Felder Corbin & Co. explained to 
the Penitentiary Commissioners last week 
that the firm owned 80,000 acres of land in 
Chicot County, Ark., including 4,000 
acres under cultivation on an 
island in Chicot Lake and 
they had already spent upward of $600,000 
exclusive of the first cost of the plant. By 
the arrangements suggested the State of 
Arkansas was to furnish the convicts with 
food, clothing, and an armed body of guards 
to watch the men, The promoters agreed to 
furnish working material, implements, and 

uarters, and give the State half the proceeds. 

he board was informed that in favorable 
seasons a profit of $80,000 could be realized, 
of which the State would be given half. 
There were many objections, but they were 
outweighed by the advantages which would ac- 
crue to the State through having all the convicts 
employed in a body on a tract of land practi- 
cally surrounded by water. Corbin & Co. 
only wanted to make the contract for one 
year. Favorable consideration was accorded 
the Corbin offer and a definite acceptance of 
the terms offered is expected daily from the 
Askansas Penitentiary Commissioners. 


Springs Comes to the Surface Again. 
Detective Schuyler L. West of the Hotel 
Waldorf arrested tonight at that hotel the 
man who became notorious several weeks ago 
because when he was arrested in Boston a 
love letter addressed to Miss Helen Gould was 
found in his pocket. The prisoner had been 
annoying guests of the Waldorf. He gave 
his name as Harry L. Springs, 29 
years old, no residence, and his business as 
that of a real-estate dealer. During the latter 
part of October Marshall Field, the dry-goods 
merchant of Chicago, accompani by 
family, was at the Waldorf.

I believe it should be the rule 
in city affairs as well as State and national.” 
These imprudent remarks had a fatal effect. 
Those Democrats who had intended to vote 
for Swift felt rebuffed. They felt as if notice 
had been served on them that they were not 
wanted, and that only Republicans should be 
put on guard.” it havimg been announced 
thus formally and-publicly that Mr. Swift was 
not a non-partisan candidate the party loyalty 
of the Democrats was called to life and 
those men who had meant to vote for 
Swift voted and worked for Hopkins. 
The Democrats were also helped slightly by 
the sentimental feeling entertained by some 
voters that, as a Democratic Mayor had been 
elected in the spring for .two years, the De- 
mocracy ought to have the remainder of the 
term. 

Yet in spite of these efforts and these ad- 
vantages Mr. Hopkins got through only by 
the skin of his teeth. He did not fall into 
the bottomless pit of defeat, but he was 
pressed near enough to the edge to smell the 
sulphur fumes. He must have the un- 
pleasant feeling that he is not much 
more than an accidental Mayor, and 
that if the election had been postponed a lit- 
tle longer poor wages, lack of work, and the 
bitternefs of midwinter poverty would have 
opened the eyes of still more of the misguid- 


year, and would have turned his slender ma- 
jority into a heavy Republican one. 

The faiiure of the Democrats to keep their 
promises that work should be abundant and 
wages good in the event of Cleveland’s elec. 
tion is what brought over to Swift at least 
10,000 of the men who voted for the Demo- 
cratic candidate and his low tariff policy last 
year. Continuing hard times and further evi- 
dence of the falsity 6f Democratic prom- 
ises will convince still more workingmen of 
the criminal folly of supporting Democratic 
men or measures. It is well for Mr. Hopkins 
that he does not have to run next April. 

Therefore, although the Republicans have 
lost the Mayor, and the city will not have the 
efficient government it would have enjoyed if 
Mr. Swift had been elected, there is no reason 
why they should feel discouraged. They have 
barely lost Chicago. They have shown 
that at the next State election they 
ean carry Illinois, There is not much Demo- 
cratic cémfort in that. Nor will Mr. Cleve- 
land get much comfort from the fact that the 
city which gave him 36.000 majority a year 
ago when the practical workings of his tariff 
policy were unknown gives him but 1,200 
when his policy is barely showing its evil 
effects. 

The Republicans of this city are to be con- 
gratulated on the gallant fight they made. 
That they added 10 per cent to their vote in 
the Presidential year is evidence of their hard 
work. Nor has Mr. Swift any reason to feel 
ashamed of the race he has made. 
His defeat is an honorable’ one. 
If he had received the ballots 
of those Democrats who voted against him 
with regret, knowing him to be the best man 
for the place, but feeling that party loyalty 
required them to vote for Hopkins whose un- 
fitness they privately acknowledged, Mr. 
Swift would have remained in the position 
which he has filled so efficiently for the last 
few weeks. Even though not elected he can 
feel that he has the confidence of his party 
and of the people. 
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OFFENSIVE „ OF THE PRES- 
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The general tenor of the Hawaiian message 
indicates that-the President alone is responsi- 
ble for the policy of infamy and that the Sec- 
retary of State only has played a weak and 
perhaps perfunctory second fiddle, In the 
light of this extraordinary document it is now 
possible to believe’ what has been asserted 
without contradiction—namely: that the first 
papers in this miserable business were in the 
President's hands at Buzzard’s Bay long be- 
fore Gresham had settled down in the State 
Department; that Cleveland’s imtention to 
restore the Queen to the throne was 
known to ber, to her paramour, 
and to her English guardian before 
Gresham knew it. It also is possible to be- 
lieve that Gresham was drawn into the game 
and wishes now that Cleveland had played it 
out alone, 

It is further in évidence also of the Presi- 
dent’s personal responsibility that he with- 
drew the treaty of annexation without con- 
sulting any one, that he sent Blount as my 
Commissioner” with paramount authority 
over the regularly accredited diplomatic 
agent and over the naval officers at the 
islands, and with power to fix up the case and 
make it uit my policy,“ which Blount did 
by mfking an entirely one-sided in vestigati n. 
When this had been done and he supposed 
that his friend, the Queen. was on the throne, 
then through the Secretary of State my 
policy first was learned. He had kept the 
provisional government, Congress, and the 
American people in the dark, and it was not 
until the supposed time for the restoration 
had come that Gresham was allowed to teil 
the story. It is not unlikely now that the 
Secretary of State wishes that he never 
had told the story. It was a large 
and magnificent horn into which they 
marched but the end out of which they now 
ha ve emerged is ridiculously and humiliating. 
ly small. It is further in evidence of the in- 
tense egotism of the man that at no point in 
this message does he recognize the authority 
of Congress or ita right to call for informa- 
tion. He treats it with contempt, as he did 
just before the extra session met, when he 
complained of “having Congress on his 
hands. He lets it be understood that he 
sends this message and documents of his own 
volition. He makes no effort to explain how 
he proposed to restore the Queen to her 
throne when he was conspiring secretiy with 
her. He gives the general gen instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis, but not the verbal 
ones. He omits the dispatches of Willis, ſupon 
which the whole business rests. Why are they 
omitted, now that the Président has turned 
the subject over to Congress? Would they 
show that the Blount report was a one-sided, 
untrustworthy affair, thus reflecting upon the 
President, who based“ my policy” on that 
report? Would they show the exact reusons 
why Willis could not obey his instructions 
and thus uncover certain discreditable feat- 
ures of that policy? Unquestionably Willis’ 
replies would have shown why the Queen 
could not be replaced. They would have 
shown undoubtedly that the President's claim 
that the Queen was not restored because she 
would not consent: to the terms of am- 
nesty is untrue and that the real cause Was 
her fear for herown life and her conviction 
that she could not keep on her throne with- 
out the help of American bayonets, which her 
friend in Washington was powerless to ass ure 


It is this which has occasioned the Presi- 
action of the Queen and which has caused him 
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miliated over the failure of a plot conceived 


im sectegy, In a pettish spirit he now turns 


the whole business over to Congress, for 


‘| avhich he has had such a contempt and which 


he systematically has ignored. There is no 
danger that that body, whatever else it may 
do, ever will give its consent to the replace- 
ment of the dissolute Queen upon the throne. 
Meanwhile the provisional government, left 
to itself, will take care of itself. 


CHAIRMAN WILSON’S REPORT. 

The Democratic majority of the Committee 
on Ways and Means has made public a long 
and labored defense of the Wilson bill and a 
eulogy of free trade. The report admits that 
the bill in question is nota free-trade meas- 
ure, nor up to the standard of the popular de- 
mand of 1892. It says that it no more 
professes to be purged of all protection than 
to be free of all error in its complex aud man- 
ifold details. The committee excuses the 
continuance of duties that carry with them 
more or less protection on the ground that 
great interests do exist whose existence and 
prosperity it is no part of our reform either 
to imperil or curtail.“ 

Chairman Wilson and his colleagues make 


it plain, however, that free trade is their gqal 


and the present vill merely a half-way house. 
They say that ‘“‘ temperate reform is safest.”’ 
They wish it to be understood that if the next 
Congress is Democratic duties will be cut a 
little more and a farther step taken towards 

ee trade. If a Democratic President and 


Congress are elected in 1896 another step 


will be taken. As each of those steps will be 
accompanied by another trimming of wages, 
the workingmen ought to see the impolicy of 
keeping the Democratic party in power dur- 
ing the rest of this century. If they do, wages 
will be clear down to the European basis. 

As the report defends the gradual reduc- 
tion of the sugar bounty it is evident that the 
committee has decided finally that it will not 
raise any revenue by a duty on raw sugar, 
running counter in this respect to the wishes 
of the President and the -Secretary of the 
Treasury. As it has been determined not to 
put a duty on sugar, the probability of the 
imposition of a general income tax is in- 
creased. . 

Speaking of the reductions in customs rev- 
enue which the passage of the Wilson bill will 
cause, the committee says that the shrinkage 
will be only temporary, and that there will be 
such an enlargement of imports “ as rapidly. 
tomakeup any apparent loss of revenue 
caused by these reductions.”’ It is expected 
then that imports will be increased about two 
hundred millions, and that foreign goods of 


about that value will crowd out American-. 


made goods. This may help the revenues of 
the governinent but not the American wage- 
earners who will be thrown outof work. That 
excess of foreign goods, moreover, will not 
be paid for by increased exportations of 
American products. In order to pay for them 
the United States will be drained of its gold 
and silver. 

The committee makes a weak and brief de- 
fense of its substitution of ad valorem for 
specific duties. All the merchants of the 


country have condemned the former, and 


have given the reasons why they condemn 
them. The only answer of the committee is 
that there need be no fear of any of. the 
wrongs and abuses anticipated.”’ 

A large part of the reportis devoted to an 
explanation of the reasons why wool, iron ore, 
eval, hemp, flax, etc., are put on the free list, 
and why the glass, earthenware, and iron and 
steel schedules have been slashed so severély, 
and much space is given up to attacks on pro- 
tection and reviprocity. The report of the 
minority of the committee will be printed 
later in the week, and Mr. Reed will amuse 
himself and entertam the people by exposing 


the blunders and false reasoning of the major- 


ity. 


WHY AI ARE THEY UNEMPLOYED! 

The terrible destitution among the unem- 
ployed of Brooklz n was described in part by 
the Rev. Father Mahoney of thaf city in his 
sermon last Sunday. A great many worthy 
people are out of work, with no prospect of 
obtaining it for two or three months to come. 
He said a blight seems to have fallen upon 
this country, and for no apparent reason, wn 
added: 

What has caused this condition? The trieks of 
bloodhounds who call themselves men. In order 
to crush the unfortunate toiler they "ave closed 
up factories and mills. Industries have been 
crushed, production curtailed, that prices may be 
forced up. No one feels it but the workman. He 
is made to feel it so that next year he will be glad 
to take whatever wages the bloodhound is will- 
ing to offer. 

Father Mahoney does not overstate .the 
destitution, as his knowledge of the facts was 
obtained by a house to house Canvass among 
the poor of his parish. He has done well in 
calling attention to the poverty and in asking 
that prompt measures may be taken for its 
relief, but it‘is more than possible he mis- 
understands the cause of the trouble. It is 
far from probable, and certainly is not 
proven, that the employers have closed up 
their factories and mills in order to crush the 
unfortunate toiler. The true reason is in- 
ability to find a paying market for the pro- 
duction. The average employer keeps his 
hands at work so long as there is a fair 
prospect of his being able to sell at a moderate 
profit the products of the labor for which 
he pays the toiler. When he has no 
such prospect, and finds his finished mate- 
rial accumulating on his hands, he is obliged 
to curtail or cease production. Heis no more 
to be blamed for taking that course than 
would be the grocer who refused to load up 
his store with goods when already he had on 
hand more than he could find paying custom- 
ers for. Both the grocer and the mill proprie- 
tor buy to sell again, andif they cannot sell 
there is no use in continuing to buy. The em- 
ployer buys labor and raw material in the ex- 
pectation of selling the resulting finished 
product ata profit. If he does the first with- 
out being able to do the second, he loses his 
capital, and with it the ability to continue to 
either buy labor or sell its product. 

However it may be with the industries in 
Brooklyn, the news from other points does 
not justify the conclusion that employers 
have discharged their hands without sufficient 
cause. The stock of print cloths in Fall River 
is reported as 121,000 pieces, being a full 
one, and thatin all markets as 302,000 
pieces, against 301.000 the previous week 
and 6,000 at the same time last year. Evi- 
dently the manufacturers of that class of 
goods have filled up in preference to dis- 
charging their employés, and doubtless many 
others have acted on the same line of policy. 

The trouble with the manufacturers in dif- 
ferent lines is that there has been a great cur- 
tailment of buying for consumption. Whether 
this be mostly due to poverty among con- 
sumers, or toa general indisposition to pur- 
chase goods till it is known how much prices 
are to be reduced by changes in the tariff, the 
unpleasant fact remains, and its existence 
cannot, be denied. There are very strong 
reasons for believing that the expectation of 
reductions in the tariff is the chief cause of 
the lack of demand for manufactured goods, 


and this should constitute a ground on which 


those who are suffering and those who pity 
them will appeal to Congress to end the agony 
as soon as possible. If that body does what 
is expected of it the workers will have to ac- 
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of the willingness Ct 538 to take hold at 
the lower prices necessitated by a reduction of 
the duties on imported goods. But this would 
be far preferable to total inactivity; and the 
sooner gets through with its mis- 
ereble work on the tariff bill the better it will 
be for all concerned. In the meantime there 
is neither sense nor use in blaming employers 
for keeping their mills and factories closed if 
they cannot find a market for the — they 
produce when at work. 


Ir is understood that one item in the pro- 
gram of the new steel rail combination is to 
buy off the rail mills at Sparrow Point and 
let them remain idle. The owners are to be 
paid $400,000 per year, that being the esti- 
mated annual profits of the concern. Of 
course this buying off would not be under- 
taken without an expectation of being able to 
make up the cost by maintaining prices at a 
higher point than would be possible with com- 
petition from that and other establishments 
not in the combination, This will be possi- 
ble if prices for rails te held at the present 
figure, though that is much less than the rate 
long insisted on in face of a big decline in 
pig iron. It is pointed out that billets have 
been sold within the last few days at $16.50 
and $16.75, and that the cost of producing 
rails is but little greater than that of billets, 
so that the schedule prices of $24 and $25 for 
rails are high enough to afford an ample 
profit to mills that are equipped with the most 
modern appliances for production. In be- 
half of the men who propose to shut up the 
establishment at Sparrow Poiat it is said that 
the milis which run will employ just so many 
more hands, so that the total amount of em- 
ployment to workers will not be reduced. 
But it is plain the scheme is to make the con- 
sumer pay for the change in site and that the 
tendency will be to restrict consumption be- 
low what it would be if rails could be pur- 
chased at much lower prices than will be fixed 
by the combination.

If the govern- 
ment did what was asked, the country would 
not feel that the House of Commons had 
betrayed the trust imposed upon it, as the 
guardian of interests far above party con- 
siderations. Mr. Balfour was loudly cheered 
when he resumed his seat. 

Sir Charles Dilke, advanced Radical, 
was the next speaker. He held the suprem- 
acy of the British navy was no longer beyond 
question. The French navy, he said, was su- 
perior to the British as regards rapidity of 
organization and motilization, though it was 
inferior in materials of construction, The 
government ought to considet that England 
would be unable to count upon any outside 
help in the event of a single-handed war. 


Britain Behind in Cruisers. 


Vice-Admiral Edward Field, Conservative, 
member for the Eastbourne division of Sus- 
sex, said that besides being able to cope with 
any two nations combining their fleets Great 
Britain must provide squadrons for the de- 
— 15 its foreign nations. In cruisers, he 
said, Great Britain was far behind. 

Sir U. Kay-Shuttleworth, Liberal, and Sec- 
retary to the Admiralty, said the present was 
not the time to make a statement of the gov- 
ernment’s intentions in fragmentary form. 
If the House confided in the government the 
country might rest assured the government 
would not be behind its duty. The govern- 
ment had already: hastened the construc- 
tion of «torpedo boat destroyers, of which 
there would be forty-two at the close of 
the financial year. The building of 
the barbette ships Majestic and Magnificent 
had been delayed in order to ascertain wheth- 
er any lesson in construction could be learned 
from the ill-fated Victoria. The government 
was fully alive to the necessity of keeping pace 
with the naval expenditures of foreign na- 
tions, and plans to that end had occupied the 
attention of the Admiralty for some time. 

Joseph Chamberlain, Liberal Unionist, 
twitted the previous speaker with avoiding 
every vital point of the question. The Prime 
Minister’s contention that the navy was more 
than sufficient, said Mr, Chamberlain, was 
not accepted by anybody deserving to be re- 
garded as an authority. If war was declared 
tomorrow the navy would be compelled to cut 
and run. France and Italy knew this perfect- 
ly. 

Mr. Chamberlain taunted the government 
with evading great measures. They wanted 
no questions, he said; they wanted merely a 
blank check. Was it wise for the House of 
Commons so to confidé in any government? 
If war occurred, unless Great Britain was pre- 
pared for it, tens of millions of pounds would 
not prevent its defeat. He greatly feared the 
estimates would prove altogether inadequate, 
inasmuch as the government had said nothing 
to indicate it recognized the gravity of the sit- 
uation. And yet the emergency was far great- 
er and the danger nearer than was the case in 
1884. In concluding Mr. Chamberlain urged 
that whenever any of the allied nations build 
three warships Great Britain ought to build 
five, and whenever any build one cruiser 
Great Britain ought to build two. [Cheers.] 

All Necessary Steps Taken. 


Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, declared the Admiralty was tak- 
ing all necessary steps to maintain the su- 
premacy of the British navy. The Prime 
Minister, he said, in comparing the British 
navy with other navies had mentioned the 
year 1897 because all vessels known to be 
building in the different countries would then 
be completed. Great Britain would then have 
twenty two first-class warships, France would 
have fifteen, and Russia would have nine. 
When the government declared the situation 
satisfactory it fepeated the opinions of experts 
of the Admiralty.

An Anarchist Under Arrest at Barcelona 
Confesses the Crime, 
Barcetona, Dec. 19.—Jose Codina, the 
Anarchist under arrest, has confessed he was 
the author of the dynamite explosion in the 
Lyceum Theater Nov. 7, when upwards of 
thirty persons were killed. He gloried in his 
act. He is in solitary confinement in the 
fortress of Mont Juich. Codina recently 
came to Barcelona from France, where he 
had lived under an assumed name. 
The police have unearthed several branches 
of an Anarchist society and have seized docu- 
ments and books pertaining to the cause. 
Many arrest# are expected to follow. The 
ducuments seized disclose the names of those 
belonging to the society and their medus 
operandi. The rules are framed on the most 
stringent lines and death is threatened to 
traitors to the society. Elaborate precautions 
are laid down for the safety of members. The 
police have also traced the makers of six 
bombs that were discovered in various places 
in Barcelona. A majority of these bomb- 
makers are already imprisoned. 
The analysis of the experts who examined 
the bomb thrown in the Lyceum Theater that 
did not explode has been published. The ex- 
perts say had this bomb exploded scarcely 
any onein an exposed part of the tneater 
would have escaped alive, The only thing 
that prevented its explosion was its faulty 
make. 
VNN. Dec. 19.—A dynamite bomb was 
exploded tonight in Rakénitz, Bohemia, thir- 
ty miles west of Prague. The residence of a 
lawyer named Wolff, in front. of which the 
bomb burst, was half wrecked, and other 
houses were badiy damaged, Wolff, his wife. 
and two daughters were injured. There is no 
clew to the perpetrator of the outrage. It was 
discovered this afternoon that thirty-two kilo- 
grams of dynamite had been stolen from the 
government store ip Rakonitz.

EVIDENCE AGAINST MONSON, 
The Shot in Hambrough’s Cartridges Not 


Like That Wifich Killed Him. 


Eptixsura, Dec. 19.—The most sensational 
evidence yet adduced in the trial of Alfred 
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brough was given today before the High 
Court of 7 5 udiciary by a constable named 
Campbell. He produced, at the request of 
the prosecutor, njneteen cartridges that were 
found in the En of Lieut. Hambrough 
after his death. They were for use in a twen- 
ty bore gun and all were loaded with No. 6 
shot. This testimony, taken with the evi- 
dence in regard to the shot found in the skull 
of the dead man not corresponding with the 
shot used by Lieut. Hambrough, forms the 
most notable link in the chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence the prosecution is forging around 
Monson. 

Counsel for Monson cross-examined Consta- 
ole Campbell, his questions being intended to 
show by the witness that somebody might 
have put the cartridges into the pockets of 
the dead man. The witness maintained that 
he and another constable remained on duty 
night and day to see that no one touched the 
body. Constable McIntyre corroborated the 
preceding witness. 

The importance of this testimony can be 
judged from che fact that it is claimed by the 
defense Lieut. Hambrough met his death by 
the accidental diseharge of his own gun, 
The shot found in his skull were not No. 6, 
and the cartridges found in his pockets, 
though they fitted his gun, do not fit the gun 
carried by Monson. 

Procurator Fiscal McLullich was the next 
witness called. He testified that Monson toid 
him Lieut. Hambrough carried a 20-bore 
gun the morning of his death. Monsdn also 
told him he believed Maj. Hambrough had 
insured his son’s life for £15,000. Two of- 
ficialsof the New York Mutual Life Insurance 
company informed the witness the ‘insurance 
on Lieut. Hambrough's life was £20,000. 
The witness was surprised to learn Monson 
was interested in the insurance. The witness 
further said Monson had promised to send 
Lieut. Hambrough’s gun and cartridges to 
him, but did not do so. An officer who was 
sent after them brought back a 12-bore gun. 

George Sweeney, a brother of the myste- 
rious man known as Scott,“ testified that 
he knew nothing as to the whereabouts of his 
brother. About the middle of September his 
brother had said he thought of taking a voy- 
age to Australia, asa previous trip he had 
taken had improved his health. 

The depositions made by Monson after his 
arrest were then read, and the prosecution an- 
nounced that ita case was closed. 

The first witness for the defense was H. N. 
Carter, a solicitor of Leeds. He testified to 
the negotiations over the purchase of the Ard- 
lamont estate and other matters with a view 
to showing Monson had acted honestly and 
was not interested in the death of Lieut. Ham- 
brough.

SAVINGS BANK IN BOHEMIA FAILS. 


Agriculturists Who Have Deposits There 
May Attempt to Wreak Veugeance. 

Pracvs, Dec. 10.— The Agricultural Sav- 
ings Bank at Chotusits, a small town about 
forty-three miles from this city, suspended 
payment today. Its liabilities are said to be 
80,000 florins in excess of its assets. The 
failure has caused the most intense excite- 
ment in the town and the surrounding coun- 
try. The Mayor of Chotusits, who was 
cashier of the bank, together with some other 
members of the Board of Directors, attempted 
to leave the town before the news of the fail- 
ure had become generally known. It was ex- 
pected, however, that they might try to es- 
cape and the police took them into custody 
at the railway station. Among the depositors 
of the bank wasa farmer named Prochaska, 
who, when he learned that his earnings of 
years had been lost in the general wreck, shot 
— killed himself. The whole populace is in 
a ferment and it is feared the indignant peo- 
ple may attempt to wreak vengeance upon 
the officials of the bank, whom they hold re- 
sponsible for the failure.

New York, Dec. 19.—[Speclal.]— President 
Peixoto of Brazil, through his Minister of the 
Interior, has sent this dispatch to the New 
York Herald: 

Rro Janetro, Dec. 19.—Touching reports which 
have been circulated in Europe and America of 
reverses experienced by our forces I wish to say 
the Government of Brazil has met with no re- 
verses. Efforte by the rebels to capture Gov- 
ernador Island have been of no avail. As the 
situation stands now the rebels are wehkening. 
De Gama's manffesto has produced a feeling of 
hostility to their cause. since the States are 
stanchly republican and are they will never 
submit to the restoration of a monarchy. All of 
them are firm in their support of President 
Peixoto,

26, brings as passengers Ensign James F. 
Carter of the United States steamer Detroit, 
who has as prisoner Capt. George Boynton, an 
American citizen, who attempted to sink the

Aquidaban, Mello’s flagship, some time 
ago, and has since been in con- 
finement on the United States steamer 
Charleston. Boynton is brought here to 
have his case passed upon by home authori- 
ties. Boynton spoke freely of Meilo’s insur- 
rection and Brazilian affairs, but begged off 
wheu asked to tell of the incident which led 
to his capture.

Jam an American citizen, I was born in 
New York City. I had been in Brazil about 
three years when taken into custody. I was 
engaged in some speculative business there.

I would prefer 
that to all the trouble P ve been in since.“ 

Do you know what the charge against you 
is?”’ 

No, I do not. I do not even know wheth- 
er lam to be tried or not. I have had no 
opportunity to obtain witnesses, and was only 
allowed to send an open letter to my wife, 
who is still at Rio, so far as I know.“ 

In your opinion, which side will win!“ 

„If Peixoto is supported as he should be he 
will have a walk-over. Mello had a chance at 
one time, but that time is past. The country 
is with Peixoto.”” 

Wasutnecroyn, P. C., Dec. 19.—Secretary 
Herbert has advised of the arrival of 
Boynton. He said he would not hold Boyn- 
ton further now /thas he had arrived in the 
United States. My only intention with re- 
gard to him, said the Secretary, was to 
keep him from doing harm in Rio and in- 
volving the United States. 

A vigorous American policy has at last been 
determined upon by the administrati n in 
connection with the Brazilian situation. Sec- 
retary Herbert officially admitted to- 
day that the San Francisco is slated 
for a prompt voyage to Rio. He 
declined to talk about the other naval 
preparations that have been made in anticipa- 
tion of orders from the President to up- 
hold vigorously the Monroe doctrine. Posi- 
tive information has been obtained that the 
cruiser New York and the gunboat Benning- 
ton will quickly follow the San Francisco and 
that the monitor Miantonomoh has been or- 
dered to prepare for sea at once. 

The administration realizes that America’s 
commercial prestige in Brazil is in danger. 
Late advices from both Minister Thompson 
and Capt. Picking have shown the insurgents 
are about to be recognized as belligerenta by 
the European powers. The manifest purpose 
of the administration is to take a firm stand 
against outside interference in Brazilian af. 
fairs, and incidentally, by the big show of 
naval force, to give moral support to the re- 
tention of the present form of government.

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ANNA WAGNER'S TESTIMONY PROVES 
REMARKABLY AFFEOTING. 


On the Witness Stand at Indianapolis She 
Dentes Positively Having at Any Time 
Purchased or Given J oison to a Single 
Member of the Koesters Family—De- 
clares That Her Gifts to the Children 
Were Pronipted by Love=Cashier Koet- 
ting Says He Fears Lynching. 


Inpranapo.is, Ind., Dee. 19.—[Special.]— 
The evidence of Anna Wagner, accused of 
poisoning the Koester family, was of a more 
pathetic nature today than any given during 
the trial. She broke into tears repeatedly 
and the eyes of the jurymen were noticed to 
be swimming with tears rapeatedly, while the 
women among the spectators were decidedly 
affected by.the young woman’s story. Great 
sympathy is being expressed for the innocent- 
appearing prisoner, and there is a surmise 
that Judge Cox at the close of the trial may 
even instruct the jury to bring in a verdict of 
acquittal without leaving the box. 

All of the testimony today touched upon 
her connections with the family and her ac- 
tions while servingas a domestic for the 
Koesters. She said that the old folks came to 
live with Charles Koesters soon after Mrs, 
Mary Koesters died; that she made no objec- 
tions at any time to their coming to live in 
Charles Koesters’ family; that she never had 
aquarrel with either of them; that the old 
man complained of the children talking and 
laughing at the table. and she told him that 
he could not expect the children to be quiet, 
as they had lived that way durmg their 
mother’s life. When asked if sae 
poisoned the old man througha desire to 
marry Charles Koesters she said no. and wept 
bitterly. She further said she had 
never told Mrs. Ohleyer that she was glad 
the old man was dead, for he scolded so much.“ 
The sick man died Sunday and Anna was 
sent for the priest and Frank Koesters. She 
said after the death she went to her sister-in- 
law’s, for she was afraid. Were you afraid 
because you had poisoned tne dead man?“ she 
was askeed. Anna, with her eyes fixed upon 
her attorneys, replied in a clear voice: No, 


sir: I was always afraid of dead people.“ Re- 
garding her alleged extravagance in 
buying things, as Koesters claims, 
to win his love. Miss Wagner 
said: “I bought the things because 
I loved Mamie, never loved Charles Koes- 
ters or wanted to marry him. No such 


thought ever entered my head. I had a sister 
in the convent and I was thinking of going 
there myself. I remember buying a little 
white dress for Mamie; it was in the begin- 
ning of February. I bought the dress from 
Mrs. Hoenig. Mr. Koesters gave me $1.50 
toward it. I made the dress, That was the 
dress in which Mamie was buried. On All 
Souls’ day I laid some flowers on the grave of 
Mrs. Koesters. I paid for them. Mr. Koesters 
did not offer to pay me back. He said it was 
foolishness. I took the flowers because Mrs. 
Koesters was my friend. I did not want to 
marry the widower.’ 
Emphatie Denial of 8 


Mr. Spaan, after leading up to the question, 
asked: Did you murder Mamie Koest- 
ers!“ Sobbmg and ery ing so that she could 
hardly speak, the witness stammered out 
No. The witness reiterated that she gave 
Mrs. Koesters no poison; that she gave her 
nothing to eat during her iliness. 

At the afternoon session Auna denied hav- 
ing said to Mrs. Smith that she would not 
wash certain clothes or that she turned up 
her nose; that she declined to assist dressing 
the corpse of old Mrs. Koesters because she was 
afraid of the dead; that she declined to help 
Mrs. Smith put the cover on the casket for the 
same reason; that she did not refuse todo 
this because she had poisoned Mrs, Koesters; 
that Mrs. Smith wunted her to touch the 
corpse and said she would not dream about it 
if she did so; that she refused; that she heard 
pattering on ‘the stairway the day after the 
death ot the old woman; that she was alone 
with the children and the corpse at that time; 
that she was much frightened and told Mrs. 
Smith she thought the pattering was that of 
Mrs. Koesters’ ghost; that she had always 
been afraid of ghosts; that the dog was al- 
ways howling in the barn, and the place was 
dismal, 

Made No Purchase of Poison. 


The witness then denied having bought poi- 
son at Borst's drug store on the morning of 
May 22 and said she got poison from her sis- 
ter to kill mice that had eaten some cakes she 
had baked; that she found the flowers eaten 
from her hat; that six mice were caught in a 
trap; and th: it she did not open the box be- 
cause they had been caught. She said the box 
remained where she put it until the officers 
found it, and that she could have taken them 
to it at once had she understood what they 
were after. With a final deniaf of ever hav- 
ing any idea of poisoning the Koesters or 
wanting to marry Koesters the witness was 
turned over to the-State for cross-examina- 
tion. The only thing brought out before ad- 
journment was the fact that she had made a 
claim on Koesters to pay her back the money 
she expended for the family, 

The grand jury did not report on the In- 
dinnapolis National Bank case today, the 
United States Attorney saying that the proofs 
of the indictment were not corrected. It is 
believed the report will be made tomorrow. 


GEN. J. B. DOE SERVES HIS ANSWER, 
He Denies Any Illegal Act by Him in the 
Roster Contract, 

Mapison, Wis., Dee. 19.—[Special.]— 
Through his attorneys, Nolan & Sutherland, 
ex-Adjutant-General J. B. Doe, now Assistant 
Secretary of War, today served his answer to 
the amended complaint in the notorious 
‘roster contract case. Gen. Doe with 
State Senator R. M. Bashfordare the two last 
made defendants in the suit and it was to 
fix their cases that the amended com- 
plaint was served. Gen. Doe admits 
that March 27, 1893, be addressed 
a letter to Attorney-General O'Connor 
asking his opinion as to the Governor’s right 
to let the roster contract to other parties than 
the State printer, but denies that the letter 
Was written in pursuance of any conspiracy to 
defraud any person or persons. He admits 
that he drew the contract between the State 
and W. J. P..McFail for the printing of the 
roster. He denies that he was interested in 
starting or promoting the Madison Times, or 
that it was specially devoted to the promotion 
of his political fortunes, 

Gen. Doe denies all charges of conspiracy 
to defraud the plaintiffs and the Dows out of 
a large sum of money on account of the in- 
debtedness of the Times and the obligations 
incurred and assumed on account thereof by 
Gov.

‘IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


HOWARD OPENS HIS CASE BY OALL- 
ING HIS WIFE'S SISTER. 


The Prosecution Having Rested in the 
Famous Trial, the Accused Man Begins 
the Task of Attempting to Prove His 
Innocence=His Sister-in-Law, a Child 
Who Evidently Has Been Coached in 
Her Story, Weakens Under Cross-Kxami- 
nation=Defendant Rebuked by the Court. 

Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 19,—[Special.}]—The 
government closed its case in the Howard 
trial this afternoon and the defendant began 
to make his defense, first calling his witnesses, 
numbering about a dozen, at the request of 
the District-Attorney, and having them placed 
under the rule. It is generally conceded the 
prosecution has made a wonderfully strong 
case against the reverend gentleman and 
it will be surprising if he frees himself from 
the web in which he has been placed. 


stand today by the defendant was his wife’s 
sister,a girl of about 14. The defendant 
sought to prove by her that when it was al- 
leged he sigyed the Moore agreement at No. 5 
Ingersoll road, London, he was in Paris, but 
the prosecution on the cross-examination 
showed the weakness of that defense by calling 
the witness on dates. It was evident the little 
girl had been trained to answer certain ques- 
tions a certain way, but when the severe cross- 
examination gave her youthful innocence and 
truthfulness a chance to creep out without the 
defendant’s interference she contradicted her 
evidence in chief in several instances. At the 
hour of adjournment the government still had 
the witness. 

One of.the most sensational incidents that 
have occurred since the beginning of the trial 
took place this morning and for a while it 
looked as if there would bea grand finale. 
Judge Hammond and the Parle — were the 
chief actors. and it looked as if it would end 
with Howard being confined in the sweat- 
box.“ Such an end was avoided by the de- 
fendant’s level-headedness. Counsel for the 
government was arguing the admissibility of 
certain letters when the defendant arose and 
interrupted him. Howard told the court the 
counsel’s argument was inappropriate. It 
has been noticeable during the trial that the 
defendant has severely tried the patience of 
the court by interrupting counsel on the other 
side, and on — occasions the court has 
reprimanded him. 

So when Dr. Howard rose 
his uncalled-for cemarks Judge Hammond in 
a rather severe tone overrul the objection, 
stating the counsel for the government wa 
simply pursuing the legitimate lines of prac, 
tice. e defendant objected to the court’ 8 
—— way of overruling his motion and 

an exception to the ruling. He spoke 
in a discourtecous manner and was im- 
mediately ordered down, Judge Hammond 
saying it was his intention to suppress 
the disorderly interruptions of the defendant. 
* ( the rules of propriety were more rigid- 
iy observed he would curtail all indulgences. 
he defendant again bobbed up gestiwulating 
and declared that he wanted no indulgence 
and only his constitutional rights. Judge 
Hammond said if he withdrew all indulgences 
of the court the defendant would have to be 
placed in the prisoners’ dock. 


DAMAGES AWARDED TO YOUNG ITALIAN, 
—— 


Son of the Victim of the New Orleans Mob 
Gets $5,000, 

New Orweans, La., Dec. 19.—[Special.]— 
Five thousand dollars damages were awarded 
today in the United States Circuit.Court to J. 
Vitia, guardian for Gaspari Marchesi, the 
young Italian whose father was killed in the 
parish prison by the mob of March 14, 1890. 
The boy was also a prisoner at the time, and 
under the charge of assisting in the assassina- 
tion of Chief of Police Hennessy, but on ac- 
count of his extreme youth he was spared the 
fate that befell eleven of his countrymen. 
The suit of the widow of Monasterio, another 
of the victims of the mob, is now on trial, and 
when it is concluded four other cases of like 
nature will be tried. The city simply con- 
tended that the responsibility for the death 
of the Italians should be borne by the indi- 
viduals who composed the mob.
